than a billion dollar* in these Stamps 
were sold, and thousands of people 
were praised as patriot* for the un­ 
selfish manner in which they encour­ 
aged the plan by buying War Savings 
Stamp*, and for the exercise of good 
judgem ent 
in fortifying themselves 
against the day of need bv purchasing 
these 
un-excelled 
securities 
thus 
providing 
saving* 
for 
themselves 
which perhaps, they would have never 
dreamed of otherwise. 
“ But the most amazing part of it all 
is that, alter the armistice wa* signed, 
many of «>ur patriot c people felt that 
their obligation was ended: 
‘I he war 
is over now ,’ they said.’ and we need 
our m oney.’
